Lnxiiry fa New York* 

The luxury nnrl perfection of detail io 
New York dvt llingH is passing into a pro- 
verb. Nowhere in the world, probably, 
is BO mnch time and inoney expended 
upon the famishing and ornamenting of 
the homes of the rich as in this city. 
The ilrupiug of curtains has become a 
distinct branch of art, and eTeiy decor- 
ator and upholsterer has one or more 
employes, \> hoB^ sole busineia is to ar- 
range in gracefnl folds the draperies, 
which are now indispensable, at doors, 
windows and fireplaces. Even the ban- 
isters must now be stuiled and tufted 
an<l draped on ' either side with heavy 
fringe. C<MlingH are frrscoed and painted 
in the studios of distioguished artists, 
and then transferred io tne bouses that 
they are to embelliOi. Hundreds of 
women sre employed, at an expense of 
thousands of doUai s, upon embroidery 
and art needlework which are to adorn 
the sumptuous palaces in which our rich 
men live. Paintings, statuary, carvinga 
in stone and wood, the richest fabrics of 
French and Indian looms, indeed, all 
that is most rare and l)eimtifiil in natitre 
and art, are brought to bear upon the 
decoration of these republican palaces. 
Even the stable in which the horses, 
coachmen and groums are to be housed 
are far more luxurious than the simple 
homes in which the fathers of our race 
pa.sscd tlieir lives. The stables of Mr. 
Ooruchus Vauderbilt in Fifty-eighth 
street far outshine those of the Roman 
Kmperor whose sumptuous appointments 
have become a matter of history,— iVeu>

Of the roliinibns and Maysville Railroad. 

Near Hiilsboro the road will pass through 
a section of country in which there areinex* 
hanstible quantities of fine building stone, and 
a limestone which furnishes a>lime unsurpass- 
ed and perhaps not equaled in the Bhiie: 
and those who «re (kralliar with the demand 
for a superior quality of lime and a building 
stone handsome, durable and easy to work, 
can i*eadllv see tuat these will be new Indus- 
tries whtoh will fui^tsh a large tonnage to the 
road. Highland, Blown and Adams counties 
contain large quantities of white oal^, hickory, 
maple, cedar, locu!-t, chestnut and other valu- 
able hard woods, which are in ^reat dt'inand 
by the niaiiulactiuers ot ('oliiinl)us and other 
cities ami wonlil form a large ehMuent of local 
husiness, which would iiiidonbtedly allbl'd 
considerable levenue to the road. 

In the loi (■'.'oi ne; estlmntes only the exports 
have been allinled to, and it is (iilllcnlt to get 
at what the impoi ts are. Last year t he dilfer- 
ent communilies along the line of this road 
use<l, notwithstanding the exorbitantly high 
Ireigiil, three thousaiui cxis of pine lumber, 
eleven thousand cars ot coal, together with 
large quantities ot inerchaiHllse, agricultural 
implements, etc., which would be needeil 
to supply the demand of the enterprising 
towns along the line of the road, and in Cen- 
tral Kentucky, would, together with other Im- 
ports, lurnish a large and oonstantly Increasing 
tonnage to the road. 

liOOAL PASiBNOBH TRArFIC. 

As this road would be the direct outlet to 
Colnmlms of aaeotlon of country liuving u 
population of two hundred and fttty thousand, 
and which, owing to the delays In reaching 
there liy existing routes, might as well be 
treble trie distance, it would seem then that, in 
making Columbus accessible to 2$outhei n Ohio, 
wliose populatlqn has been so long tributary 
to Cincinnati, would result In a large local pa.s- 
senger business from the in. my communities 
along the roa : Io the Capital of t lit? State, lor 
when it is possibN- to reach tliat city early In 
theinoi ninn, spejid the greater part of t li«' I'ay 
there, and reluni tliesnnie evening, this roall 
will take a lait;(t share ol t lie immense loeal 
passeiii^er tralllf wliii li now giu-s to Ciiu lnnati 
lor Colniiil(ii>, ill aild 1 1 ion to Ix in^j; Ihepoliil- 
cal ct'iitei ol tlu' Siatf, is an iinporlani coin- 
ineicial and man nfactm iiit; center, with meat 
WeaUi), eneigy and ambition, and with more 
railroads eniering in her Union D^pot than 
I'inelnnall-a system o. roads leading to every 
Important Kastern, Northern and Western 
city, embracing every one of the trunk lines to 
the seaboard from Norfolk to Boston, over 
whose tracks pass tl\pcoiniiieice ol tlie nation, 
and from whose traffic Columbus reaps such 
advan age that, witli rapid strides, she is 
pressing to the front as tlie moat prosperous 
and energetic dly in Ohio ; and is a city iliat In 
many classes of merobaLdlse, the buyer can be 
as well suited, and perhaps more cheaply, than 
in Clnciuuati. 

But, in addition to this, In connection with 
other roads, this road would give improved 
fkcliitles from both Columbus and MaysviUe 
to Cincinnati. In connection with the Mari- 
etta and CinciiiDatl Railroad, giving another

.\t Coluinl)us this road connects witli thir- 
teen railroads, radiat init out in every dlrecton 
(except this) like the sptiKes of a wheel, giving 
tluit the most enterprislni: city ol Ohio direct 
routes to St. Louis, Ciiicayo, Detroit, Toledo 
and Cleveland, and enjoying the beneflt^s of 
two competing lines 'o Haltlmore, t wo to Phil- 
adelphia and lour to New York, together with 
various local ro.ids of importance, making It 
pre-eminently the most important railroad 
center in the state. In addition to the-e con- 
necting roads at Columbus this road would 
cross, at Jed'ersonvllle, the Indiana, Blooming- 
ton and Western Hailroad; at Milledgeville, 
the Toledo, Delphos and Burlington Railroad ; 
at Habiua, the Cincinnati and Muskingum 
Railroad cPennsylvanla Central system); at 
New Vienna, the Marietta and Cincinnati Rail- 
road (Baltimore and Ohio system) : at Hills-, 
boro,a brahch of the Marietta and Cincinnati ;

FoUowIng the table- 
land between the8oioto and Little Miami riv- 
er»i, there are no large streams to be crossed and 
no heavy cuts or flfls, except for a few miles in
